DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 1 is rejected rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
TeleCribbing Struts (Literature sent in by applicant in the IDS filed 5/7/2004) in view of 
prior art as discussed in applicant's specification. TeleCribbing struts discloses method 
of stabilizing a vehicle by leaning a first and second stand against the right and left 
fender areas at end of the vehicle (as shown in the pictures) where the stands each with 
an end fitting and ground engaging base, and restraining the base from sliding. 
However, it is not clear from TeleCribbing Struts literation whether the technique such 
as wrapping a flexible tie member around at least one rear post of the vehicle. 
However, it is disclosed by applicant in the specification that it is conventional to attach 
the restraint straps to the rear posts (page 1, lines 16-19). Consequently, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art to have wrap the tie member of 
TeleCribing struts to a rear post of the vehicle as such restraining method is 
conventional and well-known as disclosed by applicant. 

Claims 10-20 and 25 are allowed. 

Claims 2-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Indication of allowability of claim 1 has been 
withdrawn due to the new grounds of rejection stated above.
